Manila, P. I., Sept. 14.—Two months ago 
THE TRIBUNE printed a summary of the 
situation in the Philippines, written after 
a careful survey and a painstaking investi- 
‘gation into the conditions that existed 
three months ago.

It was said then that we had 
gone north forty-one miles to San Fernan- 
do, and that as there apparently would be 
but little campaigning in the rainy season 
we could hardly advance much into 
the enemy’s country until after the rainy 
season.

One Cape policeman had two bullets in 
his hat and two in his coat but was un- 
hurt.

London, Oct. 27.—While there Have been 
semi-official declarations of neutrality be- 
tween the British and Boers, no formal 
proclamation to that effect has been issued 
by France or Russia or any other power. 


New York, Oct. 27.—[Special.]—A dispatch 
from Washington says: Declarations of 


neutrality are made only when two inde- 


pendent nations go to war. The State de- 
partment holds that Great Britain is the 
suzerain power over the Transvaal; that 
the Boers are guilty of insurrection; that is 
the reason this country has not declared nher 
neutrality relative to the south African war. 

Neither the United States nor any Euro- 
pean power declared neutrality during the 
Spanish-Cuban war, as Cuba was admittedly 
a part of the Spanish dominion. All the 
friends of Cuba asked for in the early stages 
of the war was a recognition of belligerent 
rights of the Cubans. Ultimately a declara- 


tion of Cuba’s independence was made by 


Congress and the necessity and intention of 
making the declaration a fact by materially 
assisting Cuba were obvious at the time the 
declaration was made. 

The declaration of 8 richts tor 
the Boers by a European power would un- 
doubtedly be regarded by Great Britain as 
an unfriendly act. It would in effect be a 
declaration of the right of the Boers to ab- 
solute independence. 

A declaration of neutrality between the 
Transvaal and Great Britain by any power 
would practically be a hostile act toward 
Great Britain. 

It would be an announcement that tne 
Boers’ contention that they are absolutely 
independent of Great Britain is the judg- 
ment of the declaring power. ;

The House session was then suspended 
until 2 o’clock in the afternoon. 

In the House of Lords at 2 
Lord High Chancellor, ‘Earl Halsbury, and 
the Lords Commissioners, fully robed, took 
up positions in front ofthe throne. _ 

The Black Rod summoned the Commons, 
the Queen’s speech was read, and the Lord 
High Chancellor declared Parliament pro- 
rogued until Jan. 15. The Commons then 
returned to the Lower House, where the 
Speaker read the Queen’s speech, after 
which the members filed past and shook 
hands with the Speaker, and the House then 


adjourned. 
Queen’s Speech. 


The Queen's speech was as follows: 

„My Lords and Gentlemen: I am happy to 
be able to release you of the exceptional 
duties which have been imposed upon you 
by the exigencies of public service. 

I congratulate you on the brilliant qual- 
ities which have been displayed by the brave 
regiments upon whom the task of repelling 
the invasion of my south African colonies 
has been lald. In doing sq I cannot but ex- 
press my profound sorrow that so many gal- 
lant officers and soldiers should have fallen 
in the performance of their duty. 

Gentlemen of the House of Commons: I 
acknowledge with gratitude the liberal pro- 
visions you have made to repay the expenses 
of the military operations in south Africa. 

“My Lords and Gentlemen: I trust that 
the divine blessing may rest upon your ef- 
forts and those of my gallant army to re- 
store peace and good government to that

Adjustment Company and C. W. 


Beck, Eu-Treasurer, Accused of a 


Scheme to Withhold from Heirs and 
a Minor Money Recovered in Dam- 

age Suits Against Corporations— 


Samuel B. Chase, President of the Peo- 
ple’s Casualty Claim Adjustment company 
and former Recorder of Cook County, was 
arrested at his residence, 806 Garfield ave- 
nue, yesterday morning on a warrant sworn 
out by Lincoln Bowen, special agent of the 
Fidelity and Deposit Company of Mary- 
land, charging him with being party to a 
conspiracy to defraud the heirs of Ida Barts, 
deceased, and Mary Ihde, a minor. 

Charles W. Beck, formerly Treasurer of the 
company of which Mr. Chase is President, 
spent last night in jall after failing in his 
efforts to find bondsmen. He was arrested 
at his residence in Cincinnati last Wednes- 
day On a warrant similar to that served on 
Mr. Chase, and was brought to Chicago by 
a Pinkerton detective. Justice Prindiville, 
before whom the warrants were sworn to, 
fixed his bonds at $3,000. Mr. Chase was re- 
quired to furnish bonds for $1,000, and upon 
hie doing so the preliminary hearing was 
fixed for. -Nov. 6. 


Charges Recited in the Complaint. 


The complaint on file at Justice Prindt- 
ville’s court alleges a conspiracy on the 
part of both defendants to defraud Louis 
Bartz, Albert Bartz, Paul Bartz, Eduard 
Bartz, and Martha Schmidt, heirs of Ida 
Bartz, of $1,000 in cash. In the case of Mary 
Ihde the amount is given at $4,200 in cash. It 
is claimed that the alleged fraud was com- 
mitted on or about Nov. 2, 1898, and that 
the funds in question were deposited in the 
Chicago National. Bank, subject to the 
checks of the People’s Casualty Claim Ad- 
justment company, with the result that both | 
estates have disappeared. 

Charles W. Beck resigned his position as 
Treasurer of the company last February, 
and went to Cincinnati to promote the sale 
of an acetylene gas lamp. In the reorgani- 
zation of the company Mr. Chase became 
President and A. L. Buchanan Secretary. 
Three weeks ago the company suddenly 
closed its offices in the Commercial Bank 
Building, 175 Dearborn street, and its cred- 
tors levied on everything in sight. Mr. 
Chase went to his farm in Michigan, return- 
ing a day before his arrest. 

The investigation which brought about the 
arrest of both men began several weeks ago, 
according to Blewett Lee of the law firm of 
Lee & Lawrence, counsel for the Fidelity 
and Deposit Company of Maryland. The 
company was surety on the bonds of Beck 
as administrator of the Bartz estate and 
guardian of Mary Ihde, 


‘Custodian of Suit Money. 
The court records show that Beck was ap- 


pointed administrator of the Bartz estate in 
October, 1897, and made the guardian of 
Mary Ihde June 30, 1898. . In the former case 
Beck was intrusted with the handling of 
$1,000, which his company had recovered in 
a personal injury case against the Chicago 
and Northwestern railroad on account of 
the accidental killing of Mrs. Ida Bartz. In 
a similar manner, because of his connection 
with the People's Casualty Claim Adjust- 
ment company, Beck had the custody of 
$4,200, awarded by the court to Mary Ihde 
in a damage case against the city. 


While both Chase and Beck are charged 


with using the funds belonging to the or- 
phans, each denies the allegation as to him- 
self. The company, according to Chase, 18 
solvent, but unable to continue in business 
on account ot the heavy expenses of con- 
ducting its operations in the courts, as the 
attorney of those seeking to recover dam- 
ages from corporations on account of acci- 
dents. 


“Why I am joined in this charge of con- 


spiracy to defraud is more than I can under- 
stand,“ said Mr. Chase during the day, but 
I am not scared in the least as to my liabil- 
ity. The whole matter is one which con- 
cerns only Mr. Beck. His connection with 
the company ceased last February and I 
then became President. His connection with 
the two estates was entirely separate from 
his relations with the company, and if there 
has been any unlawful use of the moneys he 
is the one who will have to suffer.“ 


Beck tramped around the streets all of 


yesterday in the custody of Constable Russ 
trying to find bondsmen, but without suc- 
— He cheerfully proclaimed that there

“I have had nothing to do with the com- 
pany since last February,“ said Beck. The 
whole thing comes about through two or 
three big fellows trying to squeeze me.

It was stated by Attorney Lee that many 
complaints had been made against the Peo- 
ple’s Casualty Claim Adjustment company 
by the heirs of estates. The company started 
in business in 1892 and made a specialty of 
handling the claims of persons seeking to 
recover damages for injuries sustained.

Benton Harbor, Mich., Oct. 27.—[Spectal.] 


Five residences and a flat in a business 
block in Benton. Harbor are under quar- 
antine for smalipox, and a school district in 
a neighboring township is said to be in- 
fected. The disease is of so mild a type 
that it was not diagnosed as smallpox by 
the local Board of Health, but was treated 
for two weeks as Cuban itch” till Tun 
CuicaGo TRIBUNS on Sunday last an- 
nounced that there was a case of smallpox 
at Indianapolis, taken there from Benton 
Harbor. Then the board put up the small- 
pox signs. 


Among the persons under quarantine are 


four high school teachers. The excitement 
has subsided,

In answer to inquiries sent the Michigan 


health authorities, Commissioner of Health 
Reynolds has received a _ telegram an- 
nouncing that Benton Harbor has ten cases 
of smallpox, thoroughly quarantined, and 
that no cases were being allowed to leave 
the town. The sailors on the boats plying 
between Benton Harbor and Chicago have 
been vaccinated, and the Chicago Health 
department does not expect any cases from 
Michigan.

under this law were started in the hope of 
extorting money, and were biackmailing 

and simple. The confession, which was 
made in the presence of Corporation Coun- 


’ gel Walker, will be used in the prosecution 


of the men who, Lebrecht says, were his 
fellow-conspirators in the arrests. These 
men are constables in justice courts. 
„ have. a written statement from Le- 
ht, said Mr. Sullivan last evening, 
that he and the other persons named went 
to a conspiracy to extort money from 
mall shopkeepers under threats of arrest 
and prosecution under the law forbidding 
the use of the American flag for advertising 
purposes. Lebrecht's part of the work was 
tp swear out the warrants, which the con- 
stables served, and he has taken out alto- 
gether about 500, running as high as ar- 
due in one day. 


Scheme of the Plotters. 
“Lebrecht acknowledges that there was 
fever any intention of prosecuting these 
bes. The plan was, after a warrant had 
been served, to send one of the conspirators 
to the arrested man with a proposal to drop 
the prosecution if he woujd make a small 


payment. Generally the scheme worked, as 


it was cheaper to pay blackmail than defend 
case.

Mackenzie before the governing boards of 
the church. A number of other names, said 
the article, had been considered by the dea- 
cons and eliminated in favor of the Chicago 
pastor; wha preached at the Woiverhamp- 
ton church last summer. 
Dr. Mackenzie said last evening that as yet 
he had received no official communication 
from the English congregation offering him 
the pastorate, but he had been in correspond- 
ence with English Congregationgiists 0 re- 
gard to the proposition.

SPRINGER BUILDINGS’ RECORD IN 
THE POLICE BOOKS. 
| 

Eutries During Ten Years Show Seven 
Dead and Thirteen Injured in the 
Nine Structures Near Jacke Bou- 
levard, Canal and Clinton Street 
Last Occurred on Tuceday—Boller 
Explosion Costs Five Lives—Killed 
and Wounded in Elevators, 


An examination made yesterday of the 
accident books of the Desplaines Street Po- 
lice Station showed that during the last ten 
years seven people had been killed and thir- 
teen injured in accidents in Warren Spring- 
er's nine buildings in the vicinity of Jackson 
boulevard, Canal and Clinton streets, The 
most recent was that of last Tuesday in the 
building at 231 Canal street. There one boy 
was killed and three men seriously injured. 

In all the records show that, there have 
been ten serious accidents in the nine power 
plant structures. Of these five were elevator 
accidents, causing two deaths out of the total 
of seven, and severe injury to seven persons. 

The most serious of all occurred on Jan. 8, 
1802, in the basement of the Springer Build- 
ing, at 203 Clinton street. A number of men 
were in the basement when the boiler ex- 
ploded with disastrous results. Five men 
were taken out dead, while two others were 
found to be suffering from severe internal 
injuries. The explosion was caused, it is 
supposed, by low water in the boiler. 

Loilers and elevators, however, have not 
been the only causes of death and injury. 
in the different buildings and at various 
times there have been three accidents in the 
belting, by which one man met death and 
two were injured internally.

But the absence of any way to advertise 
balks many a young man, who may be in 
every way qualified, from letting the people 
know of his existence. Hanging out his 
shingle does not doit. If only the empirics 
advertise, it must be admitted that they 
gain success by it, and the profession should 
realize that the press is too great a lever 
to be left entirely in the hands of those who 
are often not deserving of success.

‘enough to make a pull,“ considers himself 
entitled to an inspectorship. Perhaps the 
new fad may yet develop so luxuriantly that 
every schoolroom will have a doctor paid out 
of the school money to.see that the children 
do not purchase diphtheria microbes and 
scarlet fever bacilli at the school stores or 
elsewhere and let them loose in the schools. 

As the result of this extravagance we 
shall soon hear again that the appropria- 
tion is insufficient; The present appropria- 
tion of nine millions, even should it be in- 
crensed to tweny millions, will not be 
enough. There will be a clamor that the 
schools are “pinched,” that war is being 
made upon the bulwark of liberty, that a 
policy of economy is mean and parsimonious 
and endangers the constitutional right of 
the child.

That event will not take place. The 
Republican national convention of 1900 is 
as little likely to adopt a resolution de- 
claring in favor of “ criminal aggression ” 
or a policy of “foreign conquest” as it 
is a resolution in favor of polygamy, 
murder, and arson, What the convention 
will do unquestionably will be to indorse 
the policy of the President. That policy 
does not depart from the views enter- 
tained and supported by almost the unani- 
mous vote of the Republican majority in 
both Houses of Congress and by many 
Democrats. Subsequent to the ,ratifica- 
tion by more than a two-thirds vote of 
the treaty with Spain, a declaratory reso- 
lution was adopted by the Senate.

GERMANS IN BRAZIL. 

A dozen Washington correspondents 
have intimated at various times during 
the last two or three years that Germany 
might be tempted to seize a part of Brazi)- 
lan territory. There seemed some ground 
for the belief when it was known in south- 
ern Brazil more than- one-third of the in- 


4 habitants are of German extraction and 


German in habits, while in some districts 
the Germans outnumbered all others. 
Because of these fears a recent report 
by Consul General Seager of Rio Janeiro 
is timely. He traveled over the territory 
—much of which never before had been 
visited by an American. His report deals 
with the commercial opportunities, but he 


‘tells much of the people themselves. The 


German Brazilians do not take any part 


that has given rise to the suspicion that they 
were endeavoring to establish a political 


} commonwealth for themselves. Mr. Seager 


says: “ Nothing could be more erroneous 
than this supposition.” Of the 800,000 
Germans in southern Brazil not 200 are 
subjects of the Kaiser, For the most part 
they are descendants of the second, third, 
and fourth generations. As a rule, they 
are contented with their lot in Brazil; they 
are nearly all Brazilian citizens, and Mr. 
Seager thinks they would resent any inter- 
ference by outsiders with their affairs. 
The cause of their isolation is ascribed by 
the Consul General to the great difficulty 
of mastering the Portuguese tongue, in 
sound and construction so different from 
their own, and they do not assimilate with 
the Latin neighbors because they have so 
little in common with them. 


it is obvious that he believes that not only 
it is unlikely that the German Brazilians 
will ever ask the Kaiser to interfere in 
Brazil, but it is also certain that they 
would be among the first to resent such 
interference, if attempted. His report 
thus sets at rest any fear that Germany 
may be tempted to violate the Monroe 
doctrine in that direction. : 


| FIGHTING GUY HENRY. 

The death of Brigadier General Guy V. 
Henry is reported. Death mustered out 
of the service of the country in him one of 
the bravest soldiers and most picturesque 
characters who ever wore the blue. Gen- 
eral Henry more than any other army 
officer, perhaps, filled the romance writer's 
idea of a “ beau sabreur.” During his long 
army career he was almost constantly with 
the cavalry, and he was always at the fore 
front of a charge. At Cold Harbor he led 
a brigade across an open bullet-swept field. 
Midway of the charge he was wounded 
and his horse was killed. He mounted an- 
other horse and led on. His second steed 
was killed just as, in obedience to Henry's 
spur, it rose to jump over the enemy’s in- 
trenchment. The rider fell wounded with- 
in the lines of the foe. For this Congress 
gave him a medal ot honor. General Henry 
fought the Apaches in the early 70s, and 
a few years later was shot through the 
head in a battle with the Sioux. He re- 
covered, and later on took the field again 
against the same Indians. As Lieutenant 
Colonel, General Henry was in command 
of the Ninth Cavalry in the field against 
the Sioux in 1890. His black troopers idol- 
ized him. One day under his leadership they 
had made a forced march of fifty miles from 
beyond the White River, They had eaten. 
only a little bread and a eup of coffee each. 
Word came that the Seventh Cavalry was 
surrounded. Henry looked at his jaded 
men and asked his junior officers to sound 
the tem of the troopers. Would they 
follow him to the relief of the Seventh? 
When the colored men found out that Henry 
wished them to follow they sprang to their 
saddles and rode after him as though, as 
some one expressed it, they were going to a

Owing to the fact that Andre Buffet is 


now in prison and being tried by the Senate 


on a charge of conspiracy against the re- 
public, the Duke of Orleans has been forced 
to select a new personage to take charge of 
his interests in France, to act as his princi- 
pal political representative there and as 
leader of the Royalist party. The Duke's 
ehoice has fallen upon an ex-Captain Lam- 
belin, who distinguished himself in several 
of the colonial wars, notably in Tong-King, 


ut who severed his connection with the 


army some time ago in order to devote 
himself altogether to politics. It is he who 


} was the founder of that organization known 


as the Jeunesse Royaliste,”” which has 
had the effect of driving all the old aris- 
tocracy and great land-owners out of the 
Royalist party, such as the Dukes of Au- 
ditret, D Broglie, and of Brissac, as well 
as the Count d’Haussonville, being unwill- 
ing to permit both their liberty and their 
property to be imperiled by an organization 
of hot-headed youths and adventurers who 
have nothing to lose in the event of things 


going wrong. 


Ex-Captain Lambelin, the new chief rep- 
resentative of the Duke of Orleans in 
France, is a little bit of a man with a heavy 
blonde mustache, and, like all'small men, 
an extremely important air. He is natty 
in his dress, precise in his manners, and is 
extremely clever with his pen. He is nearer 
50 than 40, is married to a daughter of 
Baron de Gayfier, and besides having a 
residence in the noble Faubourg in Paris 
has a pretty country seat at Laravay in 
Mayenne. 

-Of course, his duties are entirely distinct 


from those of the Count de Chevilly, who 
is in charge of the personal property and 


of the landed es of the Orleans family 


France. 
Let me add that M. Lambelin is simply 
abominated by all the veterans of the Roy- 
alist party in France, as well as by the old 
aristocracy, who regard him as the evil 
genius of the pretender and as his most 
pernicious counselor. The fact that the pre- 
tender should have appointed Lambelin as 
his principal representative and chief lieu- 


tenant in France, as his political plenipo- 


tentiary, in fact, is calculated to still fur- 
ther estrange all the great nobles and Roy- 
alists who are possessed of property and 
social status from the cause of the Duke. 

Young Eugene Schneider, whose name 
has been brought se prominently before the 
public during the last few weeks in connec- 
tion with that strike at the Creusot iron 
works which almost resulted in the over- 
throw of the present Cabinet in France, 1s 
a godson of Empress Eugenie and the great- 
est iron master in France. In fact, the only 
men who in point of wealth and commercial 
importance can be compared to this singu- 
larly handsome young man are Krupp, the 
iron king of Germany, and Andrew Carnegie 
before he retired from business. He was 
born just two years before the fall of the 
Napoleonic empire, and I have always felt 
a certain degree of interest in him owing to 
the axtraordinary beauty of his mother, 
and of his stepmother, who was likewise his 
aunt. 

The grandfather of young Schneider, who 
founded the famous iron works at Creusot, 
is the same Schneider who succeeded the 
first Duke of Morny on the latter’s death as 
President of the legislative Chamber. His 
clean-shaven and sallow face, with its pe- 
cullarly sardonic and sneering smile, his 
shrunk and wizened aspect, together with 
his thin gray locks, have always remained 
graven on my memory and will be recog- 
nized by all those who have read Alphonse 
Daudet’s novel, The Nabob.” 


In 1872 young Mme. Schneider died, and 
after a few months only of widowerhood her 
husband married her younger sister, who is 
now known as the Dowager Mme. Schneider 
and as the owner of the magnificent big 
diamond with which the first Napoleon was 
wont to adorn his hat on state occasions. 
There was a Story to the effect that this 
diamond had been captured by Field Mar- 
shal Blucher’s Hussars at the battle of Wa- 
terleo, along with other valuables found in 
the traveling carriage of the French Em- 


peror. But there is no truth in this tale. 


Napoleon, in the first place, never wore a 
diamond when campaigning, and certainly 
did not have this gem at Waterloo. It was 
in England at the time, having been sent 
thither with all the regalia of France by 
King Louis XVIII. as soon as he had learned 
of the return of Napoleon from Elba. It 
remained among the crown jewels of France 
until they were sold at public auction ih 
1887, when it was purchased for a sum of 


about a hundred thousand dollars by the 


now widowed Mme. Henry Schneider. Five 
years ago she lost it going to the Opéra at 


Paris. The police sought it everywhere and 


the press in every country announced its 
loss. A few days later a street sweeper 
found it in the gutter among a pile of dirt 
in front of the Opéra, and it has remained 
in her. possession ever since. 


As long as the empire lasted the Schneiders 


were enthusiastic Bonapartists. After 1870 
they transferred their allegiance to the late 
Count of Paris and were constant visitors 
to his residence at Stowe in England. To- 
day they are more or less identified with the 
republic, and the present Premier is the 
standing counsel for the iron works com- 
pany. The colossal-character of the iron 
works will be realized when I state that the 
furnaces having been extinguished during
